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THE OCOTILLO OR 
CANDLEWOOD 
Fouquieria splendens 


Because of its long spines and 
apparent leaflessness, the ocotillo 
is often m istaken for a type of 
cactus. 
However this typically 
desert plant does not belong to 
th e cactus 
fam ily 
and differs 
from cacti in bearing distinct 
leaves at some tim e during each 
year and in having united flower 
petals. The ocotillo is the only 
representative 
in 
the 
United 
States of an unique and peculiar 
fam ily, the Fouquieriaceae, t h e 
rem aining genera of which occur 
in Mexico. It favors gravelly soils 
usually below 2500 feet in alti­ 
tu d e and is w idely distributed 
« v e r most of the Colorado Desert. 
■On the Mohave it exists only in 
th e far eastern portion, ranging 
on eastw ard into Arizona, New 
Mexico, and even Texas. South­ 
w ard 
it extends 
into Mexico. 
Along the road between Indio 
and B lythe and along the Palm s- 
to-Pines highw ay thick clusters 
of ocotillo, 
almost 
constituting 
forests, can be seen to good ad­ 
vantage. 


Springing from shallow wide- 
spreading roots, the ocotillo pre­ 
sents the superficial appearance 
of a giant clum p of grass. Often 
more than one hundred w and­ 
like stem s up to tw enty-five feet 
in height arise from a common 
root-crown. These lean outw ard 
a t th e top and give a graceful 
drooping effect to th e outline of 
the plant, suggesting 
to 
some 
early traveler the common name, 
■"coach-whip,” by w hich the oco­ 
tillo is still often called. 
Each 
slender cane is from two to four 
inches in diam eter and irregular- 
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long, slightly recurved spines, the 
bases of w hich overlap one upon 
another in elongate, shingle-like 
plates. 
The spines are tw o or 
three inches in length and devel­ 
op from the leaf-petioles of the 
season’s new shoots. 
They are 
very sharp and stiff, adequately 
protecting the plant from being 
readily 
consumed 
by 
hungry 
herbivores. 
W henever there is 
sufficient rainfall to prom ulgate 
their 
appearance, 
sm all 
green 
leaves less than an inch in length 
grow in axillary rosettes at the 
base of each thorn up and down 
the entire cane. These leaves are 
fleshy and obovate in shape with 
rounded tips.

In the wild the ocotillo is w ith­ 
out leaves the greater p art of 
the year, appearing naked and 
lifeless.

deep orange or scarlet and finally 
fall to the ground. 
Then there 
m ay be an interval of several 
months, but as soon as there is 
another rain, the stem s quickly 
produce 
more 
leaves 
and 
as 
quickly drop them. As m any as 
three or four such “crops” 
of 
leaves may be developed in a 
year. This is a special drought- 
resisting 
adaptation, for leaves 
expose too much surface to the 
hot dessicating sun to be kept 
perm anently. 
The “coach-w hip” bursts into 
flower in late w inter or early 
spring. At this tim e four to ten 
inch masses of m any densely- 
clustered blossoms form at the 
end of each stem. 
The 
single 
tubular flow er is about an inch 
long and brilliant scarlet in col­ 
or. Rarely the blossom is white.

Rich in resins, gum, and wax, 
the w hitish-bark wood of the oco­ 
tillo burns readily, giving off a 
pungent heavy black smoke. The 
presence of these

name “splendens” is simply Latin 
for "gleaming, vividly bright,” in

to

plumes. 
Used As Fences 
Ocotillo canes are employed on 
desert ranches in m aking fences, 
where they are used as 
posts 
with barbed-w ire strung between. 
Often these buried stem s t a k e 
root and form a living fence. The 
Cahuilla Indians of the Colorado 
desert ate the fresh blossoms of 
the ocotillo raw, ground up the 
seeds into a palatable flour, and 
even m ade a tasty cooling bev­ 
erage by soaking the flowers in 
water. 
Edmund Jaeger has noted that 
in all his w ide travels not once 
has he found a single dead cane 
among a clump of living ones. 
Yet one plant m ay bear hundreds 
of stems! Only w hen an entire 
plant has been uprooted in a 
severe w ind will dead canes be 
seen, and then the whole ocotillo 
will be found to be dead. 
The ocotillo takes readily to 
cultivation and m ay be seen in 
almost

blooms. H um m ing birds are es­ 
pecially attracted to the

Over sixty peo­ 
ple heard him speak last Satur­ 
day evening on "The Reptiles of 
the Palm Springs Area.”

conclusion of the talk, which was 
illustrated

“The best w ay to catch lizards 
and snakes on the desert,” K laub­ 
er told the group, “is to cruise 
along slowly in an automobile on 
some deserted but paved road. 
The road must be paved because 
reptiles will not show up clearly 
against the dirt. A very good road 
for this purpose is the A queduct 
road, and the best tim e is from 
the m iddle of M ay to th e middle 
of June.” How rattlesnake venom 
is “milked" from captive snakes 
and m ade into antivenim was told 
in detail. 


M otor H ere for Talk

K lauber is curator of reptiles at 
the San Diego Museum of N at­

street, which left us two feet on 
each side of the street for side­ 
walk 
and 
ornam ental 
parking 
strip. 
The answ er to this is that 
the state will shortly return this 
portion of the highw ay to the 
county when the state puts in the 
realigned or relocated road and 
we understand 
the county will 
agree to the use of any reason­ 
able portion of the roadw ay for 
sidewalk and ornam entals.
